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SUMMARY: CONFIRMING MY TELCON WITH DEPALMER AND KORN, 

1 HAD MEETING WITH LEBANESE FONMIN ABOU HAMAD, SECGEN 
SADDAQA AND HADDAD AFTERNOON APR 18 DURING WHICH FONMIN 
MADE EVERY EFFORT FIND DRAFT SC RES WHICH USG COULD ACCEPT. 
FONMIN IN MY PRESENCE INSTRUCTED GHORRA IN NEW YORK AS TO 
WHAT CHANGES GOL COULD ACCEPT, OVERRIDING GHORRA PRO- 
TESTATIONS THAT EGYPT AND USSR AND PERHAPS OTHERS WOULD 
NOT AGREE. FONMIN SAID THAT USG VETO IN SC WOULD BE 

" CATASTROPHIC" FOR UNITED STATES RELATIONS WITH LEBANON; 

WOULD CAUSE SERIOUS DAMAGE TO OUR RELATIONS WITH ARABS 
GENERALLY, AND WOULD CREATE EXTREMELY SERIOUS SECURITY RISK 
FOR AMERICAN CITIZENS AND INTERESTS IN LEBANON. I FULLY CON- 
CUR IN FONMIN’ S ASSESSMENT OF CONSEQUENCES USG VETO. END

SUMMARY. 

1. FONMIN BEGAN MEETING BY SAYING THAT GOL ATTACHES GREATEST 
IMPORTANCE TO USG POSITION IN SC DEBATE, WISHES MAKE EVERY 
EFFORT IT CAN TO AVOID CATASTROPHIC CONSEQUENCES OF USG VETO, 

AND WILLING MAKE EVERY FEASIBLE CONCESSION TO OBTAIN AFFIRMATIVE 
USG VOTE. ABOUHAMAD WENT ON TO SAY THAT USG VETO AND POSSIBLY 
EVEN ABSTENTION WOULD BE SEEN AS " GREEN LIGHT" FOR FURTHER 
ISRAELI ATTACKS ON LEBANESE TERRITORY AND WOULD VERY SERIOUSLY 
DAMAGE UNITED STATES POSITION IN LEBANON. HE STRESSED VERY TENSE 
NATURE OF SITUATION, WITH FEDAYEEN AND OTHER RADICALS WAITING FOR 
ANOTHER USG ( OR ISRAELI) MOVE TO FURTHER ATTACK BOTH USG AND GOL. 

HE SAID THAT SHOULD THIS OCCUR, THERE WOULD BE EXTREMELY SERIOUS 
THREAT TO AMERICAN LIVES AND PROPERTY, STARTING WITH AMERICAN 
EMBASSY AND OFFICIALS. HE ALSO STATED OPINION THAT UNITED STATES 
POSITION WOULD BE SERIOUSLY HARMED IN OTHER ARAB COUNTRIES SINCE 
USG ACTION IN SC WOULD BE SEEN AS CONFIRMATION OF RADICAL 
CHARGES THAT USG WAS ACCOMPLICE IN BEIRUT RAID. GOL DOES NOT 

RPT NOT WISH TO ISOLATE AND PUT IN DANGER USG INTERESTS. GOL 
WISHES MAINTAIN VERY CLOSE RELATION WITH USG, AND HOPES FOR 
CONTINUED CLOSE ASSOCIATION BETWEEN LEBANON AND UNITED STATES 
ON NON- GOVERNMENTAL BASIS WHICH HAS SO LONG EXISTED. MORE- 
OVER, GOL WISHES TAKE ADVANTAGE OF SC DEBATE IN ORDER GET 
ARABS ON RECORD BEHIND RES WHICH DOES CONDEMN ALL ACTS OF 
VIOLENCE. THIS WOULD GIVE GOL USEFUL TOOL WITH FEDAYEEN ONCE 
PRESENT STATE OF TENSION DIES DOWN. GOL WANTS WORK FOR 
BALANCED SC RES BUT THIS MEANS TRULY BALANCED IN ACCORDANCE 
WITH FACTS OF SITUATION AND NOT BALANCED IN FAVOR OF ISRAEL. 

WE THEN PROCEEDED DISCUSS IN DETAIL WHAT GOL MIGHT BE ABLE 
ACCEPT. 

2. FONMIN WAS WORKING FROM LATEST UK/ FRENCH DRAFT RES ( WHICH 
WE HAD NOT SEEN BUT WHICH HE GAVE US) AND AMBASSADOR SCALP S 
SUGGESTED AMENDMENTS/ WHICH HE SHOWED US, SAYING AMBASSADOR 
GHORRA ASSURED HIM THEY HAD BEEN MADE WITH DEPT APPROVAL). FONMIN 
SAID THAT GOL COULD NOT ACCEPT US SUGGESTION THAT BOTH BEIRUT RAID 
AND OTHER TERRORISTACTS BE CONDEMNED IN SAME PARAGRAPH, BUT WILLING 
DO IT IN TWO OPERATIVE PARAGRAPHS AS IN UK/ FRENCH DRAFT. WHEN IT 
COMES TO SPECIFIC MENTION OF TERRORIST ACTS, GOL WILLING 

ACCEPT SPECIFIC REFERENCE TO KHARTOUM IN OPERATIVE OR PREAMBULAR 
PARA IF IT WOULD PRODUCE AFFIRMATIVE US VOTE. I ARGUED NICOSIA 
SHOULD ALSO BE INCLUDED, BUT FONMIN SAID THIS MORE THAN TRAFFIC 
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TRUE OF US SUGGESTION ON INCLUDING OPERATIVE PARA ( TAKEN FROM 
FRIENDLY RELATIONS DECLARATION) ON NOT ENCOURAGING TERRORIST 
ACTS. 

3. FONMIN SAID THAT THIS SORT OF LANGUAGE IN OPERATIVE PARA SC RES 
AT THIS TIME APPEARS TO BE SC ENDORSEMENT OF ALL- OUT ANTI- 
TERRORISTCAMPAIGN WHICH GOL FAVORS BUT CANNOT ENDORSE PUBLICLY 
AT THIS TIME INTHIS WAY. AFTER CONSIDERABLE DISCUSSION IN WHICH I 
STRESSED IMPORTANCE USG ATTACHES TO LANGUAGE AND ARGUED THAT IT 
ALREADY ACCEPTED UNANIMOUSLY BY GA IN 1970, FONMIN AGREED TO 
REFER TO SPECIFIC RES ON FRIENDLY RELATIONS IN PREAMBULAR PARA. 

( HE ALSO GAVE IMPRESSION GOL WOULD SWALLOW SPECIFIC RECALLING OF 
LANGUAGE OF KEY PARA FROM RES IF RPT IF THIS WOULD MEAN USG YES 
VOTE.) 

4. FONMIN SAID GOL ABLE DROP OPERATIVE PARA 6 FROM UK/ FRENCH 
DRAFT AS USG WISHED. WE THEN DISCUSSED OPERATIVE PARA 5. FONMIN 
UNWILLING ACCEPT PROPOSED US SUBSTITUTE LANGUAGE BUT, AFTER MUCH 
STUDY. HE AGREED EITHER DROP OPERATIVE PARA 5 ALTOGETHER 

OR AMEND IT BY ADDING " OR ANY OTHER VIOLENT ACT WHICH IMPEDES SEARCH 
FOR PEACEFUL SETTLEMENT" AFTER " MILITARY ATTACKS" IN ORDER TO END 
UP WITH BALANCED OPERATIVE PARA WHICH ASKS ALL STATES TO 
REFRAIN FROM PROVIDING ANY ASSISTANCE TO ANYONE WHICH WOULD IMPEDE 
SEARCH FOR PEACEFUL SETTLEMENT. 

5. WHILE I WAS STILL WITH HIM, FONMIN CALLED AMBASSADOR GHORRA IN 
NEW YORK AND INSTRUCTED HIM SPECIFICALLY AND FIRMLY, REPEATING 
HIMSELF AND HAVING GHORRA REPEAT BACK TO HIM GOL POSITION AS 
CONTAINED IN PARAS 2, 3, AND 4 ABOVE. GHORRA FOUGHT HARD 
AGAINST SOME OF THESE INSTRUCTIONS, SAYING THAT HE HAD PROBLEMS 
WITH EGYPT ( ZAYYAT), 

USSR AND VARIOUS OTHERS. ( AT ONE POINT 

FONMIN TOLD GHORRA THAT ZAYYAT DOES NOT REPRESENT GOL AND 
EGYPT IS NOT MEMBER SC SO THERE NO REASON FOR GHORRA TO GIVE SUCH 
WEIGHT TO ZAYYAT' S CRITICISMS.) FONMIN THEN PASSED PHONE TO SECGEN 
SADDAQA WHO REINFORCED INSTRUCTIONS. ABOUHAMAD AND SADDAQA 
CONVINCED GHORRA UNDERSTANDS AND WILL ACT ON THESE INSTRUCTIONS, 
FIRST GOING TO SEE SCALI. ABOU HAMAD ALSO INSTRUCTED GHORRA TO POST- 
PONE VOTE IF THERE IS ANY POSSIBILITY OF USG VETO UNTIL HE HAS HAD 
TIME CONTACT FONMIN, HE AND I HAVE HAD TIME DISCUSS SITUATION, 

AND I HAVE HAD TIME CONTACT DEPT. 
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
